THE STEP FORWARD. 


It is too early at this writing to say just 
exactly what nave been the results of th e 
election, state and national.

JEWS AND THE L /

Abandoned! Is there a more tragic word 
in the language? 
Lost 
hope, 
shattered 
Ideals, broken spirits, failure— all of these 
the word implies. And there is tragedy on 
a grand scale in the thousands of .abandon­ 
ed farms strewn up and down our Atlantic 
seabord from Virginia to 
Maine. 
Once 
these farms supported a large and prosper­ 
ous population. 
Today, fields still neatlj, 
marked off with stone walls are overgrown 
with brush and weeds, and decaying build­ 
ings bear tottering witness of past glories. 
It has been estimated that if all ol these 
abandoned farms were joined they would 
make an area twice the size of the state ot 
Massachusetts. 
The heroes of this story are a group ot 
Jewish immigrants, recruited from one of 
the ugliest spots I know— the lower East 
Side in New York City— and set down by 
the process of curious circumstances in one 
bf the loveliest 
spots 
on this earth— the 
Berkshire Hills of Western Massachusetts. 
It is unusual to find Jews on the land. 
They seem to be traditionally bound to the 
cities and the marts of trade. 
Stranger 
still it is to find a group of workmen and 
small tradesmen from a large city succeed­ 
ing on farms where natives of the soil have 
confessed failure. 
_ 
_ 
The influx of Jews into this territory be­ 
gan about fifteen years ago when three old 
Yankee farmérs living near the town ol 
Lee (their affairs having come to such a 
pass that they must either sell or abandon 
their farms) placed their land in the hands 
of a New.York firm of Jewish real estate 
dealers. 
The plan was conceived— there 
seems to be some doubt as to whether the 
Yankee farmer or the real 
estate men 
should be given credit for it— of splitting 
the farms up into smaller tracts and selling 
them to immigrant Jews on the East Side 
in New York. 
The cheapness of the land 
would appeal to the bargain instinct of 
these people, and besides, most of them 
were thrifty and could 
make substantial 
down payments. 
If they know nothing of 
farming and failed to make a living 
well, 
foreclosure was always possible and then 
the farms could be sold over again. 
All this was more than a d o z e n years 
ago. I have just spent several days in and 
about the 
towns 
of Lee, Otis, East Otis, 
Sandismeld, Blanford, Tollod and New Bos­ 
ton where a hundred or more Jewish farm­ 
ers now own thousands of acres of land. 
One can pick out one of these farms almost 
without exception for its well kept build­ 
ings and fences. 
Every barn has its silo 
and there are sheds for the farm machin­ 
ery; it is not allow ed to rust away in fence 
rorners. 
But there is one forbidding feature ol 
this experiment— for it is an experiment. 
The vounger generation of this new com­ 
munity is displaying the very same traits oí 
restlessness wfhich had so large a share in 
reeking the old. The sons and daughters 
)f the Jewish farmers have caught the no- 
Jon that opportunity for them is off over 
he horizon. 
. 
Many os them, no doubt, will drift hack 
o the crowded Jewish sections of the Last 
üde, w hence their parents came. 


ITALY’S REVOLUTION. 
The Fascisti revolution in Italy has the 
world guessing. 
The deadly foes of com­ 
munism, the Fascisti 
naturally 
appeal 
strongly to the sympathy of all those ele­ 
ments in every land which are opposed to 
rampant and aggressive radicalism. 
On 
the other hand, revolution is not a pleasant 
word to conservative ears, and it is idle to 
deny that the Fascisti have staged a revolu­ 
tion. 
They have taken charge of the gov­ 
ernment by force. 
That is a dangerous 
precedent to set. 
The Fascisti, however, might claim with 
a good deal of truth that they did not es­ 
tablish the precedent. 
The communists, 
who last year seized industrial plants and 
agricultural 
properties, might be said to 
have established the doctrine of force in 
Italy. 
They did not carry their revolution 
as far as the Fascisti have carried theirs, 
but they defied the government and defied 
it successfully and for a long time. It was 
because of the government’s impotance, or 
at least inaction, in that crisis that the Fas­ 
cisti were formed— a body of young men, 
many of them vetérans of the world war, 
strongly nationalistic in spirit and determ­ 
ined to resist the communist menace wdiieh 
apparently had paralyzed the constituted 
authority. 
A minority at first, their mili­ 
tary training and 
effective 
organization 
enabled them to 
check 
the 
communist 
movement and overcome it. 
Since then 
they 
grew 
steadily 
in 
strength 
de­ 
spite the efforts of the Facta lAinistry to 
thwart them. 
Now they have driven the 
Facta ministry from powder, compelled the 
king to bow to them, and 
their 
leader, 
Mussolini, is the real ruler of the country. 
Probably, 
despite 
the 
irregularity of 
their methods— which may be defendecf on 
the score of necessity— the Fascisti will be 
regarded with favor in most countries and 
the success of their movement will be wel­ 
comed as indicating the complete deliver­ 
ance of Italy from the radical menace. 
It 
is a question, however, whether the peace 
of Europe is now 
threatened 
more seri­ 
ously by radicalism or by extreme national­ 
ism. 
Of late the latter has seemed to be 
decidedly the more dangerous influence, 
and the Fascisti represent extreme Italian 
nationalism. 
There is more than a possi­ 
bility that if Italy is swept by a nationalis­ 
tic wave Europe wrill shortly be confronted 
by a new war crisis——a war between Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia over the Adriatic question.

LONDON, Nov. 4:—Former Prime 
Minister Lloyd George stressed the 
middle ground policy he is advocat­ 
ing denouncing both revolution and 
reaction in a speech to a cheering, 
friendly crowd of Londoners, who 
jammed a big motion picture thea­ 
tre today to hear him. 
He urged 
the necessity for a group of men in 
parliament, “strong enough to insist 
upon a middle course free from ail 
extremes’’. 
The ex-premier was given a tre­ 
mendous greeting and as the thea­ 
tre crowd cheered for several minu­ 
tes and sang, “For He’s a Jolly Good 
Fellow”, following the “God Bless 
You,” as the photographers 
took 
pictures of the scene. 
“The nation,” 
he said, “is con­ 
fronted with one of the most per­ 
plexing situations it has ever been 
called upon to disentangle, and it is 
the duty of every public man, wheth­ 
er in, or out of office, to give the 
benefit of his experience and train­ 
ing as a contribution toward clear­ 
ing up the confusing issues. 
Regarding the future, he declared, 
the duty of the patriotic 
citizen 
“was to steer between the two ex­ 
trees.” The first thing was to meet 
the Socialist party’s challenge to 
private enterprise. 
“There 
never 
was a time in the history of this 
country, when it could afford less to 
have an attack of this kind made 
upon its institutions,” he asserted. 
“Therefore it is vital to the trade, 
industry and prosperity of the coun­ 
try that the attack should be repell­ 
ed, and repelled throughly and em­ 
phatically. 
The municipal election 
demonstrates that the danger from 
that quarter is not as great, nor as 
imminent as we had apprehended.” 
Mr. Lloyd George advocated no 
avoidance of extremism and social­ 
ism. “But dolet us avoid the ex­ 
treme of standstillism,, he warned.

The election officers were once upnaid 
volunteers, chosen as the election opened, 
often with a free fight in progress. Today 
they are officers named in advance under 
legislation and paid by the state in nearly 
all our commonwealths. 
They count and 
declare the votes. 
Party 
workers 
bring 
voters to the polls. 
They materialize the 
voting vote. These are indispensable to the 
expression of the public will. 
Votes are 
cast and elections decided by their efforts. 
This body of party workers, probably 600,- 
000 strong, is today secret, unpaid, irre­ 
sponsible, unwatched by law. 
The mere 
possession of a list of these votes is an in­ 
strument of power, a path to the control of 
voters held and known only by party lead­ 
ers. 
They will go through the same evolu­ 
tion as 
election 
officers 
in 
the polling 
places. 
They will be regulated by law, re­ 
corded in lists open to law, and in the end, 
perhaps, paid by the state. 
This will not 
prevent the individual worker from going 
his own ancient way, but it will deprive 
party leaders of the special and tyrannical 
powers they secretly possess and publicly 
use to carry out their own policy and pur­ 
pose in “bringing out the vote.”

as elections in the last 50 years have be­ 
come less corrupt and more orderly, more 
directly expressing the public will, so par­ 
ties in the future will be more responsive, 
more orderly, less under personal control.

patient by obtaining former medical * 
or social histories which may lead to ; 
an accurate diagnosis and to interpret j 
the whole situation to the Red Cross j 
Chapter home service worker In the 
man’s home community, so that not * 
only will the proper attention be given 
tp the family during tbe roan’s ab­ 
sence, but he may be free in mind and 
thus derive a maximum amount of 
benefit from his treatment.

WOULD MODIFY 
IMMIGRATION LAW 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.--T he pro­ 
posal to modify immigration restrict- 
tions in order to provide the country 
with a greater labor supply has the 
approval of Secretary Mellon, it was 
said today at the treasury, although 
the Secretary thinks some means oí 
selection should be advised so that 
more laborers might enter the country 
without a corresponding increase of 
other classes of 
immigrants. 
The 
labor shortage is held by Secretary 
Mellón to be in a large measure re­ 
sponsible for high prices. 


At the regular meeting of the Or­ 
der of Perfected Woodcraft, held 
Wednesday night four applications 
were received.

NEW YORK Nov. 10—While there 
are not too many people in college 
today there are many students there 
who ought not to be, and many oth­ 
ers not in college that ought to be, 
Dr. Abraham W. Harris, correspond­ 
ing secretary of the Board of Educa­ 
tion 
of 
the Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, declared in an address pre­ 
pared for today's 
session 
of 
the 
Board. 
“Those who are in college who 
ought not to be are those who lack 
any serious objective and are there 
in a perfunctory and negligent spir­ 
it," said Harris, who was formerly 
president of Northwestern Universi­ 
ty. “But there are many fine young 
people who would profit enormously 
by a college education who are not 
getting it. 
“I favor any sorting out porcess 
which is entirely just, but none has 
yet been proved to be so. The actu­ 
al trial seems to be the only just 
method and in the freshman year a 
sort of weeding out process goes on. 
The sophomore class is almost 
al­ 
ways fewer in number than when it 
was freshman and the senior class is 
seldom as high as fifty oper cent of 
what it was four years before. This 
sorting out of the various grades of 
intellects is one of the really great 
functions of education.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—The Soldiers’ 
bonus 
bill, with an additional pro­ 
vision to pay the bonus by a tax on 
light wines and beer, will be re-in­ 
troduced in Congress by Congress­ 
man Fred A. Britten, of Illinois, he 
announced here today. 
The Congressman said the addition 
for a beer and wine tax w’ould be 
drafted so as to supersede the Vol­ 
stead enforcement act definition of 
intoxicating liquor. 
“My addition to the bonus bill will 
provide a tax of $10 a barrel on beer, 
$2 a gallon on domestic wines, $4 a 
gallon on imported still wines, and 
$8 a gallon on imported champagnes. 
“The beer so provided will be lim­ 
ited to an alcoholic content of four 
percent and the wines to 14 percent, 
both by volume. 
This tax, I am certain, will pay 
the bonus and all expenses incident 
to its payment. 
And, in the course 
of a few years, the tax can be lower­ 
ed as the bonus liability is reduced." 
Representative Britten said his bill 
would be introduced at the special 
session of Congress 
if 
President 
Harding issues a call for one.
